WARM WELCOME

TO ROOSEVELT.

Missouri and Kansas Citizens
Greeted the Man, Not the

Politician.

FINALLY TALKED POLITICS.

Governor's Resolution Not to
"Stump" Kansas Put Away, and

lie Spoke Frequently on
Campaign Issues.

Kansas city. Mo., July 1 Governor Theo-
dore Roosevelt of New York was given a
remarkable reception ln this city y.

Tho Governor, on his way from New York
to attend the annual reunion of the Rough
Riders, which takes place this week at
Oklahoma City. Ok., arrived here at about
6:30 a. m , and for half an hour Democrats
and Republicans alike united ln giving him
a. vociferous welcome and In shaking his
hand until he was glad to quit.

The Santa Fa overland train, on which
Governor Roosevelt was traveling, was due
nt 8.30 a. m. At that time about 2.000 per-
sons had congregated ln the Union Depot
sheds to get a rllmpse of New York's Gov-
ernor, but by the time the train palled ln
fullj-- T.ftX) were Jimmed along the plat-
forms, sitting on the roofs of the train
sheds and clinglns to the Iron girders.

Shortly before Governor Roosevelt's
train nrrlved, a big delegation of Kansas
Democrats and a few delegates from that
State, all carrying huge sunflowers, ar-
rived, and they also watted to see tho
Republican leader.

OVATIO.V AT TOrEKA.
Topeka, Kas., Jul)-- Z As Governor Roose-

velt ttwept across the Sunflower State to-
day he was greeted bj' a continuous andhearty ovation. The stops between Kansas
City and Topeka were very brief and the
Governor refrained from an)' extended ad-
dress. At ever)' point the crowds were
clamorous for a speech, but were compelled
to be satisfied with a low and a smile and
& brief expression of the Governor's pleas-
ure at meeting them. With as many as
could be reached be Invariably shook hands.

The applause was without limit and it ap-
peared to come from people of all degrees of
politics: it was not so much for Roosevelt
us a candidate for Vice President as for"leaay," the Rough Hlder and man.

A number of the most prominent citizens
of Kansas accompanied the Governor across
their State. Among them were Governor
William T. Stanley, United State Senator
I.uclen Baker. Congressmen Chester I.
Long, Charles Curtis and J. D. Bowersock,
end J. R. Burton, Morton Albaugh. J. K.
CubbLson. Cyrus Leland, and National Com-
mitteeman D. W. Mulvane.

This city turned out en masse to greet
the Governor. He was cheered enthusiast-
ically as he stepped on the rear platform.

He was Introduced as "the candidate for
Vice President, but a candidate for some-
thing else further along."

TALKi:D POLITICS AT .MTVVTOX.
Florence. Kasi, July 2. Almost the entire

population of this little city turned out
this afternoon to greet Theodore Roosevelt,
nnd hundreds had tho pleasure of gr.isplng
his hand. The Governor spoke brielly. re-
ferring to the presence In his former regi-
ment of several negroes, graduates of the
Haskell Institute at Lawrence. Kas.

At Newton Governor Roosevelt addressed
an enthusiastic audience of 2.000 in the
auditorium. It wat the first time the
Governor had left the train since leaving
Chicago, all his previous speeches hiving
been made from the rear platform of hi.
private car.

Ills uddress was along the stme lines as
thee delivered at Topeka and Emporia,
touching upon the questions of imperialism
and silver.

On the wav baoc to his car tho Governor
was compelled to shake hands with hun-
dreds of admirers, and ono enthusiastic
citizen shouted as tho train pulled nut:
"We would llko to keep jou here. Teddy."

When finally the Santa Fe train slowly
backed Irto tho shed and Governor Roose-
velt smiling nnd spectacled, was seen on
tho platform, a perfect roar of cheers went
HI)

"Hello Teddj-- . Rah for Roosevelt."
"teddy, stop off and talk to the Demoerats("
jelled enthusiastic members of the crowd.

The Governor lauglud at the lat roaj.irk,
but refused to talk politics.

Hush to shake ilnnds.
The Instant the train stopped a rush was

made for tho platform to shako Governor
Koo-evel- hand, and It took the unlttd
efforts of a score of policemen stationed
around the car to keep tho crowd from
degenerating Into a perfect mob. For twen-
ty minutes the Governor wus kept g

hunds with enthuslaftlo nun and
women who succeeded In crowding up to
the cur platform. Several membeis of thu
Rough Rider Regiment attired ln khaki
were among those at the station, and to
theso the Governor gave an especially
col dial greeting. The. crush duriag tho
struggle to shuke Governor Roosuv ell's
h.r.d was terrible, und several women
fainted In the crowd. No one, however,
was seriously hurt.

The train was boarded at Carrollton. Mo.,
this morning by u delegation from Kansas
Clt" headed by Major William Wurner,
and a committee from Kansas Clt) Kus.,
headed by Postmaster Nat Warner, who
gavo tho Governor formal welcome to Mis-
souri and Kansas and accompanied him to
this city.

Just before the train carrying Governor
Roosevelt and his party reached Kansas
City y. the Governor met and ex-
changed pleasantries with Congresjnvin
John J. Lentz of Columbus, who was
Journe)lng to the Kansas City convention
on the same train.

C. C. PhUbrick. chairman of the delega-
tion, which Is seeking to have the IVemo-craU- c

national headquarters located ln
Columbus this j car. escorted Mr. Lentz In-
to Governor Rooevelts private car and
made the two men acquainted. The New
York Governor and the Ohio Cingresman
greeted each other verj- - cordially, and. In
the course of a very brief conversation.
Governor Roosevelt stated it as his opinion
that It would bo Impolitic for ho Dem-
ocrats convention to weaken on the silver
question.
